The Spent Rifle Hulls 

Ihree spent rifle hulls were found under the window in the, southeest corner 
of the 6th floor of the Texas School Book Depository Building, Bellas, Texas, on 
the ifternoor. of J«ovenoer 21, I963. V.her. the officers called Be to thia window, 
I asked ther not to move the shells nor touch then until Lt, Day of the Dallas 
Police Dep&rtreent could Mike picture^ of the hulls showing where the;- fell titer 
being ejected free; the rifle. After the pictures were cede, Detective R. K, 
Sins of the Hccicide Bureau, who wsa assisting in the search cf the building, 
brought the three enpty hulls to sy office. These were delivered to xm in lay 
office et tht police htedcutrters. I kept the hulls in an envelope in ny 
possession and liter turned ther. ever to C* K, ifcorlty of the Kondcide tureen 
and instructed hie to teke ther. to It. Day of the Identification Bureau. I 
told Detective ^hority that tfter these hulls were checked for prints to lecve two 
of the:, to be delivered to the FBI and to bring one of thas to icy oifice to be 
used for cooparison tests here in the office, as we were trying to find where the 
cartridges hf-d been bought. When Detective Ehority returned free, the Identification 
Bureeu, he returned the one ecpiy hull which I kept in ny possession, ^everel 
dcys later, 1 believe or. the night cf Kcverber 27, Vinee Drain of the FBI celled 
dc tt hoae tbcut one o'clock in the taming end said thft the Ccosission wanted ^ 
the other enpty hull find t notebook that belonged to Oswald. I csne to the office 
end delivered these things to the FBI. fee have lir. •'aaea P. Hosty's receipt for 
these items in our report. 


Reference to the Sertiror.r of Koger Cr^jg s — 
I don't renetber the nttc Soger Craig, but I do recenier a nan cecins Ir.to 
outer office ar.c I re^ifcr.ber ont of t& officers calling &e outside the- deer of 
ny private office, I talked to this oar. for ft minute or two, end he- started 
telling ne a story about seei:,£ Oowald leaving the buildiiig. I don't rece-her 
til the things that this can said, but I turned hiu ever to 1*. Baker xho talked 
to him. Lee Harvey Oswald w»o in e&- office at this tine. I den't reseaber 
anything about Lee iiarvey Oswald junping up or leaking En; remarks or Gestures to 
this men or to ce at this tlr.e, and had I brought this officer into vsy inner 
office I feel sure that I would renenber it. There were other officers in my 
inner office at the tine, end 1 have found no one v.ho knows about the reprice 
thi-t you have caked ebout.
